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Battle shaping between 
weeklies and Commission 


A real battle seems to be 
shaping up between the 
Alberta Human Rights Com- 
mission and an increasing 
number of Alberta’s weekly 
newspapers over alleged 
discrimination in advertising 

And right in the thick of 
the controversy is a news- 
paper 100 miles north west of 
Edmonton - the Whitecourt 
Star. 

Way back in January 1973 
the Alberta Human Rights 
Commission brought down 
regulations, which have legal 
backing telling publishers in 
the print media how they 
should set down their want 
ads. 

Apparantly, the St. Albert 
Gazette, and other news- 
papers in Alberta have not 
been getting into trouble, as 
far as they are aware, with 
the regulations; regulations 
which make it illegal to 
express a preference as to 
race, colour, creed, sex or 
age in want ads. 

According to Keith Hen- 
ders, executive director of 
the rights commission,‘‘on 
the whole we’ve had tremen- 
dous cooperation from the 
print media in this province’’ 
in the matter of following the 


regulations, 

As far as he is aware, says 
Mr. Henders, ‘‘we have 
nothing on file (against) the 
St. Albert Gazette’’ even if 
the odd want ad may have 
“slipped through’. 

But according to the 
publisher of the Whitecourt 
Star Mr. Quinn, who has just 
been through the first full 
scale commission inquiry 
July 15, the cooperation from 
the print media may soon be 
a thing of the past. 

‘** most publishers say they 
tend to ignore the legis- 
lation,’’ Mr. Quinn said last 
Friday, in his office at 
Whitecourt. f 

**Someone had to be tne 
test case,’’ he explained, ‘‘I 
was the guy they picked 
on...they had to pick on 
someone,”’ 

He says he feels the 
Commission regulations are- 
n't reaily accomplishing any- 
thing for anyone and they 
deprive the employer the 
right to hire who they want. 

But Mr. Henders conceded 
Friday he didn’t see any 
problem with want ads which 
“specifically required some- 
one of that sex’’ (ie male or 
female). He cited the ex-

He added however that 
traditionally, want ads had 
been disriminatory. 

As for the Board of Inquiry 
into the Whitecourt Star’s 
want ads policy, the findings 
on that will come down in 
September. 

But Mr. Quinn’s stand 
against the Human Rights 
Commission seems to be 
paying handsome dividends 
in support and free publicity 
for his publications. 

“I’m getting calls from all 
over,’’ he said,’’ and had an 
interview on CJCA.’’ He 
says he’s also getting good 
feedback from the Alberta 
Weekly Newspapers Assoc- 
iation; ‘‘they are completely 
behind me on it’’ he points 
out. He added that when the 
September 16 AWNA con- 
vention comes up in Ed- 
monton, “‘I’m hoping that I 
get majority (and moral) 
support from the Assoca- 
tion.”’ 

After the board comes 
down with its recommend- 
ations, probably just before 
the convention, the Human 
Rights Commission can acc- 
ept the findings or take the 
matter to the Supreme Court 
of Alberta. 

Fromthere says Publisher 
Quinn, there could be puni- 
tive results. This Mr. Quinn 
terms ridiculous, even - 
though he admits that he 
broke the law as it stands.

Report shows “migration” 


to St. Albert 


Migration is the most 
important single factor in 
population change (in St. 
Albert says a recent popula- 
tion background paper relea- 
sed by the town planning 
department. 

The report, for which the 
University of Alberta was 
hired to do the projections, 
also says that 3,000 has been 
the highest ‘‘migration’’ 
gain for St. Albert over the 
period 1961-75, and that was 
recorded in 1973. 

The report indicates that 
St. Albert, following council 
policies initiated since 1974, 
is plumping for controlled 
growth, with the hope that 
more light industry will 
locate to help increase the 
tax base. 

It is felt that the increase 
in St. Albert’s size during

1970 and 1974 has been too 
rapid, as expressed by the 
report. 

As might be expected 
‘fertility, migration and 
mortality’’ are the keys on 
which the report turns, and it 
points out that St.Albert’s 
fertility rates have been 
declining. A continuation of 
this trend could lead to zero 
population growth in the 
town. 

The background paper 
suggests that in the last 20 
years (1956-1975) St. Albert 
has never had any natural 
decrease in population, that 
is, a situation where more 
deaths occur than births. 

But, apart from more 
people coming into St. Albert 
from Edmonton, or from the 
rural districts to the north, 
the report points out that in 
1975, ‘‘over 25 per cent of 
the town’s population growth 


was attributable to natural 
increase’’, 
The optimum projection 


for St. Albert’s growth is, 
2,100 a year from 1976 till ' 


1981. 

The St. Albert Planning 
Department intends to keep 
a close five year watch on 
population trends in the 
town, but admits that these 
studies are ‘‘only exercises 
in probability.’’ 

MAINTENANCE 

OF SERVICES 
While St.Albert is now 
hoping to keep growth down 
to 10 percent maximum up 
till the year 2,000, the report 
points out that in the last i2’e 
years, when the average 
population growth rate was 
20 per cent, services like 
education, transportation 
and sewage treatment were 
maintained at levels ‘‘com-

Because EDmonton is 
“the growth pole for north - 
central Alberta’, the reprt 
says, itis clear that St. Albert 
cannot implement a no 
growth option with Edmon- 
ton on the doorstep, no 
matter what the economic 
state of that city. 

The report also suggests 
that St.Albert remains re- 
mote from the growth reco- 
mmendations expressed in 
the Edmonton Regional G- 
rowth Studies headed up by 
the Edmonton Regional Pla- 
nning Commission. 

Referring to these recom- 
mendations, the report goes 
on: “it is conceivable that 
their review, acceptance and 
political endorsement will 
take some time.” 
ANNEXATION PROPOSAL 

In St. Albert’s annexa- 
tion proposal for 6100 acres 
of land adjacent to its 
southern and eastern bound- 
aries, the philosophy of the 
proposal is that of controlled 
growth, coming from the 
desire to see St.Albert as a

But on the question of 
future land consumption, 
referring to the 1975 comm- 
unity survey, 41 per cent of 
the people feel the rate of 
this should be reduced in 
future. 

Other statistics show that 
34 per cent questioned felt 
they liked the small town 
atmosphere of St.Albet, 17 
per cent hoped the town 
would grow within the 10 per 
cent growth limits. 

Thirty seven per cent felt 
the growth expectations 
should be limited and 40 per 
cent felt it did not matter as 
long as ‘‘community services 
were adequate.”’

was arranged and later the 
chairman advised he couldn’t 
make it. The District 6 man 
was available on both occas- 
ions but the Board had 
advised that their represen- 
tative would be away for July 
and August.They felt how- 
ever that they had dischar- 
ged their obligations in the 
matter of an arbitration 
meeting. 

Therefore when the Board 
récéived a ietter from the 
Mayor advising that if an 
agreement was not reached 
the town would have to take 
further steps, the Board had 
their solicitor advise council 
that if a stop work order was 
imposed again, the matter 
would be taken to court. 

The School Board had 
agreed that if the require- 
ment to provide student 
parking, set out in the 
development agreement of 
the Town, was legally bind- 
ing, then they would have no 
recourse but to stand the 
expense of the paving. The 
Board also agreed to non-bi- 
nding arbitration in an effort 
to resolve the dispute. 

It remains to be seen if the 
arbitrators can work out a 
solution satisfactory to both 
parties sometime in Septem- 
ber, or whether the dispute 
will be settled by a court 
ruling on the legality of 
Council putting this require- 
ment into the development 
agreement with the Board. 

In times of inflation, and 
restraints on budgets by all 
arms of government, paving 
bills are not a matter to be 
taken lightly. 

Meanwhile the Protestant 
School Board has other 
financial worries. The preli- 
minary drawings for the new 
school in West Grandin, by 
the condominiums at the 
north end near the skating 
rink, are expected any day.

Compensation Act will be 
extended to employees of an 
additional 36 businesses in 
Alberta effective January 1, 
1977. 

Employers being brought 
under the Act are required to 
open an account with the 
Board before the end of this 
year. Many of those affected 
will be receiving application 
forms within the next few 
weeks. 

Advance notice of ex- 
tended coverage is given to 
allow employers time to 
avoid the last minute rush. 
Should application forms not 
be received by August 31, 
1976, please notify the 
nearest Board Office in 
Edmonton, Calgary, Leth- 
bridge, Red Deer, Medicine 
Hat or Grande Prairie. 

Failure of an employer to 
establish an account with the 
Workers’ Compensation 
Board may result in delay of 
compensation payments to 
injured workers.

Benefit 
deadline 


for 65 - 70's 
nears 


The Honourable Robert 
Andras, minister of Man- 
power and Immigration, is- 
sued a reminder recently to 
the large number of workers 
between 65 and 70 years of 
age who have not applied for 
their unemployment insur- 
ance retirement benefits. 

About 50,000 persons now 
eligible for the special 
three-week retirement bene- 
fit have failed to apply. The 
figure represents about two- 
thirds of the total number of 
those eligible. After August 
15, 1976, this benefit will no 


| longer be available to per- 
' sons in this age group. 


In order to qualify, one 
must have worked and con- 
tributed to the unemploy- 
ment insurance program for 
at least 20 weeks in the past 
year from the date of 
application, Some persons 
may already be ineligible 
because of insufficient weeks 
of employment in the past 
year. 

After August 15, only 
persons 65 years of age will 
be eligible for retirement 
benefits. 

This change was made 
because of the improvements 
in other income maintenance 
programs avaiiable to per- 
sons 65 and over, such as the 
Canada and Quebec pension 
plans and Old Age Security.

No more hamburg! 


As of July 1, 1976, we will 
all be pleased to note that 
there are new regulations 
governing the labelling of 
ground beef. All food stores 
must label ground beef as 
either ‘‘minced’’ or ‘‘gr- 
ound’’ beef and may not call 
it ‘‘hamburger.’’ From now 
on, hamburger will refer only 
to cooked ground beef. 

Under these new rulings, 
amended to the food and 
drug regulations, ground 
beef will be !abelled under 
three fat-level categories: 

Regular ‘ground’ or ‘min- 
ced’ beef which will contain 
no more than 30% fat; 
Medium ground beef - no 
more than 23% fat; 
ground beef - no more than 
17% fat. 

This new nomenclature 
will put an end to meaning- 
less terms such as ground 
chuck, ground round and 
some 25 other names that 
were frequently used for 
ground beef. Don’t be con- 
fused by statements such as 
‘‘formerly deluxe ground 
beef.’’ Simply decide what 
fat-level of ground beef you 
want and buy accordingly. 

When shopping for ground 
beef, we suggest that you 
buy the kind that provides 
the right amount of fat for 
the particular dish you are

making. For example, buy 
regular ground beef for 
hambutgers or patties since 
they require enough fat for 
self basting and to allow the 
patties to be juicy and not too 
firm in texture. Use medium 
or lean ground beef for 
casseroles or meat loaf when 
a firmer product is desired or 
when excess fat is not easily 
drained, 

To keep ground beef 
wholesome, take it home 
immediately after purchase. 
Once at home, refrigerate 
the beef immediately and use 
within two days. If you plan 
to keep it longer, the meat 
should be rewrapped tightly 
in proper freezer paper, to 
prevent loss of moisture and 


freezer burn. It may then be , 


frozen and stored for up to 
three months in your freezer. 
When thawing ground beef, 
it is best to do so, in the 
refrigerator. Cook soon after 
it is thawed and avoid 
refreezing unless there are 
ice crystals present. Cooked 
ground beef may be frozen 
and stored for two to three 
months. 

Ground beef should be 
cooked to an internal tem- 


‘perature of 160°F or to the 


medium-well done stage. 
This temperature will des- 
troy any undesirable bac- 
teria.

A matter of rights - whose? 


The hassle the Alberta Human Rights Commission is 
[reyes | involved in with the publisher of the Whitecourt 
tar could be only the tip of an iceberg on the whole 
question of how the Commission can enforce what the act 
considers a human right without at the same time taking 
away what society considers a right of another person. 
_ Publisher Ross Quinn is taking the position that the law as 
it applies to publishers implies that employers are denied 
the right to hire whom they wish. (Mr. Quinn is facing a 
d of Enquiry over three ads - one advertising for a 
for oil field service, one for a WAITRESS, and one for 
services of oil field battery operators -men or women 
UND -) Mr. Quinn is a very small cog in the world of 
business but he is standing firm. 

It is interesting to speculate on how the matter might be 
resolved if the Human Rights Commission was faced with a 
test case on the right of an individual to work at his chosen 
career without aatvuas: to join a union. The closed shop 
concept defended by many trade or labour unions is, it 
seems to us, in defiance of a basic human right to belong or 
not to belong to a union, and if a person chose not to belong 
should he or she not have the right also of not paying union 
dues. Is not the principle of freedom of association at stake - 
one of mankind's most cherished rights. (or should we say 
personkind?) 

There is another area in which some knotty problems 
could conceiveably arise. A news story of some months back 
comes to mind when a group of parents in British Columbia 
were founding a new type of school. These parents wanted 
more ‘‘Back to the Basics’’ type of education for their 
children and in advertising they asked that the principal 
have a Christian background. The Human Rights people 
picked this up and protested on the ground that there are 
students not of the Christian faith in the province. 

No hassle developed, sincé*the school did not come under 
~, public gems : 
owever there have been quite a number of people, both 
ose and educators who have over the past few years 
p advocating the teaching of Christianity and Christian 
values and ethics as a much needed adjunct to education of 
the young. Should this desire minifest itself increasingly, to 
the point where it was a desire of the majority of Canadians 
in any given area, then the question might arise - is Canada 
legally a Christian country and if so whose rights should be 
rotected. The right of the child to receive instruction in the 
ristian faith, which could be lacking if the nts denied 
it? - or the rights of Canadians not of the Christian faith? 

The whole question of human rights - people’s rights, 
should come under the scrutiny of thoughtful people 
everywhere as governments at every level grow bigger an 
bi , and stacks of government re par pedis poe 
and higher. Are we in fact giving up bits and pieces of our 
freedoms in return for more and more ‘‘help’’ from 
Governments? : 

An argument could be made that our system of justice 
should be capable of —— basic human rights, without 
relying on a Human Rights Commission and their 
regulations.

The trade deficit in end-

grown from $4.5 billion in 
1972 to $9.8 billion in 1975. 
We're buying more goods 
than we’re selling; selling 
raw materials to pay for 
them, and making up the 
difference by borrowing 
abroad. 


With industrial wage 
increases at double, civil 
service increases at triple 
the U.S. rates, we are 
non-competitive in inter- 
national trade. Borrowing 
merely postpones the day 
of reckoning. Sooner or 
later, debts must be paid, 
whether they are incurred 
by individuals or by

If the British medicine 
-- restricting wage increa- 
ses to 4% per cent and 
devaluing the currency -- 
is too strong for Ottawa’s 
stomach, it could at least 
start a necessary diet of 
import replacement. 


Take the effect of the 


trade deficit on electronics, 


one of the future’s key 
industries. 1970 was the 
last year when consump- 
tion of home-made pro- 


ducts exceeded imports. 
From a peak of 85.000 in 
1969. employment fell to 
72,000 in 1974.

Preliminary estimates

OFFICIAL LANGUAGES ACT DOESN’T MEAN MUCH 


The Official Language Act doesn’t mean much to a five year 
old, but passing a language test to go to an 
English-language school may be a frightening experience. 


Little Sylvie Chretien was one of about 40 pre-kindergarten 
and elementary school age children who recently took tests 
in order to attend English-language classes of their local 
school board this fall. 


Sylvie was in tears for the better part of the half-hour 
screening, taken in the presence of three language testers 
and three markers, while her parents looked on. 


Mrs. Leopold Chretien said her daughter is shy and was 
reluctant to co-operate during the testing, even though she 
understood what was being asked of her. 


“’m afraid that she failed her test,’’ she said sadly. 


Mrs. Chretien, a French-language Protestant, said she 
wanted all her children enrolled in English Protestant 
schools rather than attend French-language Roman Catholic 
schools. 


She said her other children are enrolled in English schools. 


The province’s controversial act, passed in 1974, requires 
children who want to attend an English-language school or 
kindergarten to pass an English proficiency test. Exempted 
are children whose mother tongue is English.

CHERRY CROP IS DOING WELL 


An almost record crop of cherries is off to a good start in 
British Columbia’s fruit-growing Okanagan Valley, says lan 
Greenwood, general manager of B.C. Tree Fruits. He said 
Tuesday it is anticipated fresh market sales wili be the 
largest for many years, despite a late start. 


‘With a delayed season start, initial shipments to the very 
important eastern Canadian markets are just now reaching 
Toronto and Montreal,’ he said. In addition to the fresh 
market movement, he said 1,300 tons of cherries is being 
shipped to commercial canners. 


THE ‘NOT SO VITAL’ YEARS FOR CHILDREN 


The first five years of a child’s life are not necessarily the 
most vital, claim two married psychologists in Britain. 
Almost all child specialists say that period is absolutely 
formative and has an everlasting influence on later life. 


But Alan and Ann Clarke, who have two sons aged 21 and 
15, say in a new book called Early Experience that: 


*The theory is almost devoid of any hard evidence ... some 
children have made complete recoveries from ‘‘terrible 
initial deprivations,’’ and that 


*Another widely-held belief is also wrong, say the 
psychologists, that the ‘‘special relationship’ between 
mother and child means that any home, however bad, is 
better than putting a child into an institution. 


This has led to appalling cases of cruelty and neglect, say 
the Clarkes, whose views are based on 20 years of research. 


Alan Clarke, Professor of Psychology at Hull University, 
where his wife is also an educational psychologist, said: 
‘*What is important is the whole field of development over 
many different and continuing periods of life. 


‘No one period is more critical, or less so, than another. 


**By the age of 25 the pattern of one’s life may be set but not 
before then.”’

One of the great themes in 
the scriptures deals with the 
Spirit of God. It is referred to 
as the Holy Spirit and Holy 
Ghost. There are some 350 
references in the New Testa- 
ment to His work. The 
Psalmist states ‘*Whither 
shall I go from the spirit? or 
whither shall I flee from my 
presence? If I ascend up into 
heaven, thou art there: if I 
make my bed in hell, behold, 
thou art there. If I take the 
wings of the morning and 
dwell in the uttermost parts 
of the sea; even there shall 
thy hand lead me, and thy 
right hand shall hold me.”’ In 
the sixteenth chapter of Acts 
we find references of the 
trinity; in verse six, a 
reference to the Holy Ghost; 
in verse seven a reference to 
the Spirit; in verse 10 a 
reference to the Lord (mean- 
ing Christ) and in verse 14 a 
verse referring to God. We 


see that God is one God yet 
He manifests Himself in 
different ways. A book can 
well illustrate how God is one 
yet is a trinity. A book has 
length, depth and width. If 
anyone is completely re- 
moved none is left. Each 
dimension is but one part of a 
whole. In this life of Christ 
the Bible tells us; ‘‘Then was 
Jesus led up of the Spirit into 
the wilderness to be tempted 
of the devil.’’ At His baptism 
in the river Jordan; ‘‘And 
straightway coming up out of 
the water he saw the heavens 
opened, and the Spirit of the 
dove descending upon him.”’ 
When Christ started his 
public ministry He read from 
the book of Isaiah: ‘‘The 
Spirit of the Lord God is upon 
me; because the Lord hath 
annointed me to preach good 
tidings unto the meek; he 
hath sent me to bind up the 
broken-hearted to proclaim 
liberty to the captives, and 
the opening of the prison to 
them that are bound.

Saskatoon time 


again! 


It’s saskatoon time ag- 
ain and here are some 
helpful hints on their many 
uses from Betty Birch, 
Alberta Agriculture’s district 
home economist at Stettler. 

When used in a pie, 
saskatoons are inclined to be 
a little flat.To overcome this 
problem, and to help the fruit 
to get, Mrs. Birch suggests 
adding some acid. She 
recommends rhubarb, tart 
apple or lemon juice for this 
purpose. ‘‘A good combina- 
tion’’ she says, ‘‘is about 3 
cups of saskatoons and one 
cup of rhubarb. 

the rhubarb will supply 
some acid and a little 
lemon juice, a definite 
advantage if the berries are a 
bit dry. Add about three 
quarter cup of sugar (dep- 
ending upon your taste) and 
one tablesppoon of tapioca 
for thickening.”’ 

Saskatoon pies may be 
frozen either before or after 
they have been baked. One 
problem with freezing saska- 
toons is that they are inclined 
to go hard. However, you can 
minimize or overcome this 
problem by adding some 
rhubarb or a few raspberries.

HOLIDAYS -- CLOSED 
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If you plan to freeze your 
saskatoons without making 
them into pies, pack them 
dry in bags or small cartons. 
If you want to put sugar with 
them, allow about one cup of 
sugar to 6 cups of fruit. 

To make saskatoon jelly, 
put the saskatoons and any 
other fruit you want to add in 
a saucepan and barely cover 
the fruit with cold water. Boil 
it slowly until the fruit is well 
cooked. Then strain it thr- 
ough a jelly bag and add as 
much sugar as you have juice 
(by measure) and cook the 
juice for about 20 minutes. 

You use the same proc- 
edure to make saskatoon jam 
except that you put the fruit 
through a coarse strainer 
instead of through a jelly 
bag. Seal both your jelly and 
jam jars with liquid paraffin.

Spotlight on Sturgeon 


The Province of Alberta is likely way ahead of all other 
provinces in Canada in its legislation for airport protection 


zones. 


Looking through the provincial regulations for airport 
protection zones it is soon clear that one absolute ‘‘no-no’’ is 
the siting of sanitary type garbage dumps within such 
zones. There is good reason for this particular regulation 
being the most strictly enforced. 


Ever looked at a garbage dump? It’s quite likely that 
whenever you’ve passed by one there are plenty of gulls 
picking around and everyone knows what a hazard they are 
particularly to modern jets. 


The major airport in theMD of Sturgeon is the Armed Forces 
Base at Namao; that airport was zoned under the Federal 
Aeronautics Actin the early 1960s but a special airport 
protection area has yet to be established there. 


The Department of National Defence is currently 
investigating the possibility with the MD of Sturgeon of 
cooperaton in getting these protection zones fixed near 
Namao. If they were established and this would be under 
the blessing of the Alberta Department of Municipal =“ 
Affairs, they would cause restrictions in subdivision. 


That makes a lot of semse. Noise factors can become terrible 
near modern airports; but the main reason for restriction in 
development is obvious. In an emergency, who wants a 
6,000 gallon fuel tank ejected just over the new 
supermarket, built too near an airport. 


The protection zones, when and if they come to Namao, 
will extend in ice-cream cone shape as far as Morinville to 
the Northwest and to Edmonton in the south east. 


ironically, even though the MD of Sturgeon is landlocked, 
there would be restrictions in the mew zones against 
building a fish-pond; these would attract the gulls from 


garbage dumps, compounding the gull problem even 
further, 


It looks as if the military base at Namao will be around for 
some time yet; and like many airports it reprsents too big an 
Investment just to be told to ‘‘disappear.”’ 


Namao will probably never become a Kennedy or @ 
Heathrow In the frequency of Its movements, but there 
seems to be a good case for having the new protection zones 
placed there. 


Negotiations between the MD of Sturgeon and Ottawa are 
now underway and @ formal request has been placed with 
Surgeon by DND to apply to the Minister of Municipal 
Affairs for the protection zones at Namao.

There was a hint of 
desperation at the Sturgeon 
Hospital District #100 meet- 
ing July 28 as the board 
grudgingly admitted that its 
hands were tied by the 
Alberta Hospital Services 
Commission when it came to 
dealing with ‘‘immediate 
situations.”’ 

The immediate situation 
on the mind of the board 
right now is a plan for a $3 
million expansion at the six 
year old Sturgeon General 
Hospital which caters fora 
new emergency room, furth- 
er x-ray facilities and more 
physiotherapy, laborat ory 
and pharmacy facilities. 

Possibly underlining the 

“‘desperation’’, there came a 
story at the end of the 
meeting, from Board mem- 
ber Lawrence Kluthe, that 
because of the closure of: 
the hospital’s  physiother- 
apy department one recent 
weekend, treatment for the 
victim of a serious accident 
had been delayed for 48 
hours. 

Referring to the victim as a 
little girl, Mr. Kluthe said, 
‘there was a delay in getting 
gravel out of the wounds 
(because of) the traffic 


accident.’” 

Hospital Administrator 
Cliff Keyes pointed out that 
because of the ‘“‘vacation 
crunch’’ at the Sturgeon 
General, the physiotherapy 
department would be closed, 
or operating only on a 
Monday to Friday basis, until 
the full staff returned. This 
would be some time this 
month. 

At a point in the discus- 
sion, board member Armand 


Donais was prompted to say, 
“‘Does sickness run on a five 
day week? Boy I’m surp- 
rised.’’ 

Nevertheless, Mr. Keyes 
added after the meeting that 
the Sturgeon General differs 
from most other hospitals 
in the province, which don’t 
operate physiotherapy at 
weekends.

Hall in Morinville for the 
official inauguration of the 
new service. After Father 
Primeau blessed the new 
ambulance, Mayor Art Stap- 
leton handed the keys to the 
unit over to Captain John 
Byer and wished the volunt- 
eers of the new service every 
success. Mr. Byer thanked 
the mayor, and commended 
the people of Morinville and 
area for their tremendous 
support. He promised them 
that the members of the new 
ambulance service would do 
their utmost to make the 
project a complete and 
continuing success. 

The ambulance is present- 
ly attended by nine local 
volunteers, who have trained 
for the program since March 
of 1975. The group consists 
of John Byer (Captain), 
Agnes Bokenfohr (nurse), 
Bjorg Carlson, Barb Tailleur, 
Dan Wahlfeldt, Florence 
Vranas, Clara Casavant, 
Mike Hogue, and Chris and 
Gwen Knoll. There are 
people on duty 24 hours to 
answer the emergency phone 
number - 939-4422. To date, 
these people have responded 
to eleven calls. Three of 
these were due to automobile 
accidents, three were trans- 
fers, one was a pedestrian 
accident, and three were 
false alarms. There were also 
three instances where mem- 
bers of the service were 
called upon to supply first aid 
treatment to injured persons, 
who were taken for further 
medical attention by alterna- 
tive means. 

The service caters to 
people within a six mile 
radius of the town of 
Morinville, and can operate 
100 percent efficiently in this 
area. With similar service 
extended six miles from 
Legal, Bon Accord, it ap- 
pears that the M.D. of 
Sturgeon is adequately serv- 
iced. The only area, which 
cannot be covered efficiently 
is the area to the extreme 
west of Morinville. The cost 
per call is $30. which takes a 
victim from the scene of the 
accident, to the Sturgeon 
General Hospital. An extra 
mileage charge will be added 
on, if the accident takes place 
outside the six mile radius, 
or if the patient has to go to a 
hospital further away then 
the Sturgeon General. How- 
if the victim is 
financially pressed, service 
will be extended to them as a 
humanitarian venture. 

Since the initial drive has 
culminated, other donations 
($300 from the M.D. of 
Sturgeon, $80 from the 
Morinville Ag. Society and 
others),have been contribu- 
ted and these donations will 
be used for running and 
mainenance costs, as well as 
$700.00 for the insurance of 
the new ambulance. Mr. 
Byer told the Gazette that the 
help of the citizens has been 
overwhelming, but the need 
of other donations are still 
necessary for the future. This 


can be in the form of money, 
or in materials, such as 
blankets and sheets which 
are always needed. Other 
items that the service is 
hoping to acquire are, radial 
tires, for better handling, 
and perhaps the installation 
of a CB or similar communi- 
cation set up in the ambul- 
ance. In conclusion Mr. Byer 
remarked that when people 
phone for the ambulance, 
that they should stop and 
think, so that when they give 
the directions to the accid- 
ent, the ambulance can 
respond more efficiently.

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By 1980 the fathom, 
league, mile, pole, chain, 
rod, foot, yard, inch, troy 
ounce, pound, scruple, slug, 
ton, dram, coal tub, short 
ton, avoirdupoids ounce, 
fluid ounce, quart, pint, 
gallon, minim, peck, bushel, 
barrel, cup, teaspoon, table- 
spoon, degree fahrenheit, 
etc. etc. etc., will have been 
replaced by the four common 
metric units: the METRE to 
designate length, the KILO- 
GRAM for mass, the LITRE 
for volume and the DEGREE 
CELSIUS for temperature. 

There is no M-Day dead- 
line. Conversion is on a 
voluntary basis but the 
gradual transition is expec- 
ted to be substantially 
complete by 1980. 

Canada made the decision 
to go metric in 1970 based on 
the recommendations of the 
federal government’s White 
Paper on Metric Conversion. 
The Metric Commission was 
established the following 
year to prepare and co- 
ordinate an overall timetable 
for metric conversion ensur- 
ing maximum benefits at 
minimal cost to the public, to 
industry and to government 
at all levels. 


WHY CHANGE? 


For two good reasons! 

1. It’s Universal 

*Metric or S1 units (Sys- 
teme International d’Unites) 
provide an international 
measurement language. Our 
exports will soon have to be 
in metric standards to com- 
pete in world markets. 

*The United States gov- 
ernment announced in De- 
cember 1975 that it is 
committed to adoption of the 
metric system, joining over 
one hundred nations which 
are already using metric. 

2. It’s simple 

eSi is easier to learn 
because the units are based 
on 10. 

Most people need to learn 
only four S1 measures: 

metre - for length; lite - for 
volume; kilogram - for mass 
(weight), degree Celsius - for 
temperature. 

S1 measures are based on 
the decimal system. It’s as 
easy as dollars and cents! 
Here are some examples:
